Raspberry  bows  out, 
Pennington  won’t  run

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Two  political  surprises 
were  announced  as  the  Ro¬ 
mulus  city  political  filing 
deadline  approached  on  Tues¬ 
day. 

(1) Jimmie  Raspberry,  the 
city’s  longest  serving  council¬ 
man,  revealed  less  than  two 
hours  before  the  deadline  he 
will  be  retiring  after  his  cur¬ 
rent  term  ends  this  fall. 

(2) Ellis  Pennington,  former 
city  councilman,  also  an¬ 
nounced  he  was  cancelling  his 
plans  to  run  for  mayor. 

Raspberry  battled  up  until 
about  2:15  p.m.  Tuesday  with 
his  decision  on  whether  to 
seek  one  more  term  or  not.  His 
decision  to  retire  this  fall  was 
not  an  easy  one,  as  his  friends 
and  supporters  were  split  on 
what  advice  to  give  him. 

Raspberry’s  wife,  Wanda, 
told  him  it  was  his  decision. 
Raspberry  finally  decided  to 
call  it  a  career. 

Earlier  in  the  day,  Pen¬ 
nington  in  a  phone  conversa¬ 
tion  said  “I  didn’t  change  my 
mind,  my  family  changed  it  for 
me.”  He  explained  that  several 
close  family  members  are  seri¬ 
ously  ill  and  other  activities  al¬ 
ready  keep  his  daily  schedule 
full. 

“I  received  many  phone 
calls  of  support  after  people 
heard  I  took  out  petitions  for 
mayor,  including  several  cur¬ 
rent  council  members.  And  I 
was  prepared  to  give  (Mayor 
William)  Oakley  a  good  fight,  if 
I  ran,”  Pennington  said. 

With  Pennington  dropping 
out,  two  candidates  have  filed 
to  challenge  Oakley  this  Sep¬ 
tember,  namely  Theodore  Ro- 
mak,  father-in-law  of  City 
Councilwoman  Deborah  Ro- 
mak,  and  Leo  Knasiak  (pro¬ 
nounced  Nay-ze-ack),  a  current 
Ford  Motor  Co.  worker  and 
first  time  candidate. 


EDS  deepwell  permits 
rejected  by  state  DEQ

A  primary  looms  also  for  the 
office  of  city  treasurer,  with 
current  Treasurer  James 
Napiorkowski  leaving  office 
this  fall.

Romulus  Superintendent  of 
Schools  Dr.  William  Bedell  ex¬ 
pects  to  be  on  medical  leave 
for  at  least  one  month,  follow¬ 
ing  his  cancer  surgery  Wednes¬ 
day  at  University  of  Michigan 
hospital  in  Ann  Arbor. 

Assistant  Superintendent 
Joel  Carr  will  serve  as  acting 
superintendent  during  his  ab¬ 
sence,  Bedell  said  Monday. 


The  latest  request  to  con¬ 
struct  environmental  deep- 
wells  near  Citrin  drive  in 
Romulus  has  been  rejected  by 
the  Michigan  Department  of 
Environmental  Quality,  who 
claim  that  Environmental  Dis¬ 
posal  Systems  “has  not  demon¬ 
strated  a  need  for  the  wells.” 

But  DEQ  Director  Russell 
Harding  admitted  last  week’s 
action  “does  not  close  the  door 
on  future  applications  for  dis¬ 
posal  wells,  provided  a  need 
can  be  demonstrated.” 

The  decision  on  denying  the 
permits  was  announced  last 
Friday  by  Harold  R.  Fitch, 
state  supervisor  of  mineral 
wells,  in  a  letter  sent  to  Dou¬ 
glas  Wicklund,  head  of  EDS. 

Wicklund  on  Monday  sent  a 
letter  to  David  Werbach,  fed¬ 
eral  Environmental  Protection 
Agency  geologist  in  Chicago, 
stating  “please  be  advised  we 
plan  to  appeal  or  seek  admin¬ 
istrative  resolution  of  the  DEQ 
denial.  Therefore  we  do  not 
think  it  should  have  any  im¬ 
pact  on  your  continued  review 
sind  issuance  of  your  draft  per¬ 
mits.” 

Fitch  stated  that  the  issue 
was  brought  up  at  the  recent 
hearing  conducted  a,t  Romulus 
High  School  by  the  pEQ.  “The 
issue  was  raised  (that  EDS 
owns  an  existing  well,  which 
has  not  been  utilized.  Your 
pending  application  for  a  sec¬ 
ond  well  to  be  used  as  a 
backup  site...is  evidence  that 
EDS  retains  an  expectation  of 
utilizing  that  (Wahrman  road) 
site.” 

Fitch  added  no  evidence 
has  been  presented  that  there 
is  a  need  for  two  or  more  liq-

uid  waste  disposal  sites  in  this 
geographic  area. 

But  the  DEQ  said  it  would 
consider  an  EDS  well  applica¬ 
tion  under  the  following  cir¬ 
cumstances: 

(1) if  the  initial  EDS  wells 
are  plugged  and  abandoned. 

(2) if  the  (Citrin  road)  appli¬ 
cation  is  withdrawn. 

Fitch  said  if  EDS  reapplies 
for  either  well  operation, 
three  other  issues  would  have 
to  be  addressed: 

EDS  must  submit  a  contin¬ 
gency  plan  for  dealing  with 
any  potential  aircraft  acci¬ 
dents  that  might  damage  the 
proposed  well  or  storage  facil¬ 
ity  and  cause  environmental 
damage. 

(b) EDS  must  submit  a  plan 
for  prevention  of  and  response 
to  potential  spills  or  losses, 
which  could  affect  Godfrey 
Drain  at  the  proposed  site. 

(c) EDS  must  file  a  statement 
setting  forth  the  bacterial, 
physical,  chemical  and  other 
known  characteristics  of  the 
waste  to  be  disposed. 

A  DEQ  press  release  also 
stated  “Romulus  citizens 
(have)  raised  objections  to  the 
well.  The  city  of  Romulus  has 
initiated  a  lawsuit  in  Wayne 
County  Circuit  Court,  which 
has  issued  an  injunction  pre¬ 


venting  the  use  of  the  well  and 
further  legal  action  is  ex¬ 
pected  in  the  case. 

“Due  to  the  concern  ex¬ 
pressed  by  area  citizens,  the 
DEQ  held  a  public  hearing  on 
May  1  and  a  major  contention 
raised  at  that  hearing  was  that 
there  is  not  a  need  for  addi¬ 
tional  wells  because  of  the  ex¬ 
istence  of  the  EDS  well  (off 
Wahrman  road). 

The  DEQ  press  release  ad¬ 
ded  “deep  well  injection  has 
been  shown  to  be  a  safe  and 
effective  method  of  disposal  of 
certain  types  of  liquid  waste. 
We  have  the  technology  and 
the  regulatory  tools  to  assure 
these  wells  can  be  drilled  and 
operated  safely.” 

However  Harding  stated 
strojigly  “the  DEQ  will  not  per¬ 
mit  waste  disposal  wells  un¬ 
less  there  is  an  established 
need.”  t 

Upon  being  informed  of  the 
DEQ  action,  Romulus  Mayor 
William  Oakley  said  he  was 
pleased  with  the  denial.  “But 
it  would  be  much  nicer  if  we 
had  some  type  of  resolution  in 
this  matter.” 

It  is  expected  that  the  injec¬ 
tion  well  issue  will  continue 
into  the  next  century  via  ap¬ 
peals,  etc. 


Appeal  planned 

Lewkowiez* 1 2 * * 5  new  trial  nixed

Any  chance  of  former  Ro¬ 
mulus  anti-well  crusader 
Steven  Lewkowiez  getting  a 
new  jury  trial  soon  was 
crushed  last  Friday  as  Chief 
34th  District  Court  Judge  Tina 
Green  rejected  his  appeal  that 
his  first  attorney  Michael 
Lynett  failed  to  provide  him 
with  proper  representation  at 
his  June  1996  trial. 

After  hearing  his  appeal 
hopes  dashed  at  least  for  now, 
Lewkowiez  stood  up  and  told 
Green  “this  case  is  not  dead.  I 
will  appeal  it  to  the  Wayne 
County  Circuit  Court.” 

He  added  “Lynett  had  evi¬ 
dence  he  didn’t  bring  forward 
and  I  couldn’t  do  his  job  for 
him.  I’m  not  going  to  rest  with 
this  decision  after  they  beat 
the  crap  out  of  me.” 

Green  said  he  “had  21  days 
to  appeal”  her  decision. 

Lewkowiez  and  his  new  at¬ 
torney,  Frank  Becker,  pleaded 
for  a  new  trial  last  Thursday 
by  saying  that  the  defendant 
brought  two  video  tapes  to 
Lynett  for  use  in  the  trial,  but 
the  lawyer  never  used  them. 

Lewkowiez,  who  was  found 
guilty  of  attempting  to  resist 
and  obstruct  a  police  officer 
(then  Police  Chief  Daryl  Poe), 
said  one  video  showed  no 
bruises  on  Poe’s  face  minutes 
after  the  alleged  Romulus  City 
Hall  altercation. 

Poe  had  claimed  that  large 
swellings  and  bruise  marks  de¬ 
veloped  after  his  tussle  in  the 
basement  of  City  Hall  the  night 
before  the  1995  city  election, 


Becker  said. 

The  jury  at  Lewkowiez  trial 
also  found  him  not  guilty  of  a 
charge  that  he  also  committed 
an  assault  and  battery  on  city 
janitor  Raymond  Wheeler  that 
night. 

Becker  said  Lewkowiez  also 
gave  Lynett  the  name  of  a  crui- 
cial  witness,  Gary  Patterson, 
who  was  never  put  on  the 
stand  at  the  trial. 

Becker  also  claimed  that  de- 
spite  his  client’s  pleading 
Lynett  also  never  motioned  for 
a  change  of  venue  prior  to  the 
trial. 

Lynett  testified  last  Thurs¬ 
day  that  he  felt  Lewkowiez 
would  face  a  fair  hearing  in 
the  34th  District  Court,  be¬ 
cause  many  residents  were 
sympathetic  to  the  anti-well  ef¬ 
fort. 

Green  then  reserved  her  de¬ 
cision  until  9  a.m.  Friday  fol¬ 
lowing  the  more  than  hour 
hearing  on  Thursday. 

Green  gave  her  decision  ver¬ 
bally  the  next  day  stating  she 
rejected  the  claim  about 
Lynett  not  putting  Patterson 
on  the  stand.  “Patterson  re¬ 
fused  to  respond  to  Lynett’s 
and  the  court’s  request  to  take 
the  stand  or  to  even  file  a  writ¬ 
ten  affadavit.” 

The  judge  said  she  could 
find  no  fault  with  Lynett’s  feel¬ 
ings  that  a  “reluctant  witness 
may  not  be  a  good  witness  for 
the  defense.”  Also  the  fact  that 
Patterson  never  witnessed  the 
alleged  altercation,  weighed 
in  her  decision  making  pro¬ 
cess,  Green  said. 

“I  viewed  the  video  that 
showed  Poe  in  the  City  Council 


chamber  after  the  basement 
incident.  But  that  is  a  judg¬ 
ment  call  as  to  whether  it 
should  have  been  used,” 
Green  said. 

“The  charge  filed  against 
Lynett  is  a  serious  charge,” 
Green  said  “and  from  the  evi¬ 
dence  presented  yesterday  I 
refuse  to  rule  he  was  ineffec¬ 
tive  in  your  defense.” 

Green  added  “if  the  Circuit 
Court  feels  differently  they 
can  overrule  me.” 

Lewkowicz’s  arrest 
stemmed  from  an  incident  that 
began  the  night  before  the 
Mayor  Beverly  McAnally- 
William  Oakley  battle  that 
Oakley  ultimately  won  after  a 
recount  process. 

Lewkowiez  testified  that  he 
felt  the  city’s  cable  TV  workers 
were  trying  to  block  the  public 
from  seeing  critical  informa¬ 
tion  on  election  eve. 

He  allegedly  stormed  into 
the  city’s  basement  cable  of¬ 
fice  and  confronted  Cable  co¬ 
ordinator  Oliver  Warren  and 
Poe.  He  claimed  both  lied  on 
the  witness  stand  during  his 
trial. 

Lewkowiez  said  he  was  able 
to  restore  cable  TV  transmis¬ 
sion  by  pushing  a  simple  but¬ 
ton  and  the  rest  of  the  night’s 
council  meeting  was  televised. 

Lewkowiez  also  testified  at 
his  earlier  trial  that  he  didn’t 
know  that  Poe  was  a  Romulus 
policeman. 

Green  also  said  if  Lynett 
had  filed  for  a  change  of 
venue,  she  would  have  re¬

CWW  underpaid  by  Ameritech

The  various  municipal 
leaders  involved  with  the  Con¬ 
ference  of  Western  Wayne  had 
their  fears  confirmed  by  an 
Ameritech  vice  president  last 
Friday,  when  he  admitted  that 
the  communications  giant  had 
underpaid  the  CWW  on  its 
9-1-1  allotments  in  recent 
months. 

The  CWW  leaders  have 
been  pressing  Ameritech’s 
Harry  Semerjian  in  recent 
months  to  learn  how  much  had 
been  collected  in  9-1-1  fees 
and  what  amount  was  due 
each  of  CWW’s  18  munici¬ 
palities. 

Semerjian  admitted  at  the 
CWW  meeting  held  at  Romulus 
City  Hall  that  “we  are  cur¬ 
rently  underpaying  the  CWW. 
But  we  will  negotiate  a  repay¬ 
ment  plan,  including  interest, 
with  CWW  Executive  Director 
Marsha  Bianconi  in  the  next 
few  months.” 

The  Ameritech  vice  presi¬ 
dent  said  his  firm  expects  to 
have  municipal  fee  break¬ 
downs  for  each  CWW  commu¬ 
nity  by  January  1998  to  help 
the  CWW’s  bookkeeping  pro¬ 
cess. 

The  9-1-1  fees  are  collected 
from  Ameritech  customers

and  reportedly  sent 
to  the  CWW. 


monthly  and  reportedly  sent  to 
the  CWW,  whose  representa¬ 
tives  then  send  those  fees  to 
the  various  communities. 

Ameritech  and  various  com¬ 
munities  apparently  are  in  a 
disagreement  in  some  cases  on 
the  number  of  phones  listed  in 
each  township  or  city  and  that 
has  raised  the  correct  fee  list¬ 
ing  disagreements. 

But  Inkster  Mayor  Edward 
Bivens  has  complained  repeat¬ 
edly  in  recent  months  that  he 
felt  Inkster  for  one  has  been 
continually  short-changed  and 
his  city’s  treasurer  could  never 
figure  out  Ameritech’s  pay¬ 
back  schedule. 

Unfortunately  for  Ameri¬ 
tech,  Semerjian  and  other 
company  officials  were  forced 
to  parade  before  CWW  offi¬ 
cials  empty-handed  month  af¬ 
ter  month  and  ask  for  more 
and  more  time  to  complete 
their  financial  records. 

Wayne  Mayor  Kenneth  War- 
field  cited  a  recent  printed 


publicity  handout  from  Ameri- 
tch  which  started  out  by  telling 
customers  and  potential  cus¬ 
tomers  “the  time  has  come.” 

Warfield  looked  squarely  at 
Semerjian  and  declared  “I’d 
like  to  take  you  at  your  word 
and  let  you  know.. .the  time  has 
indeed  come  on  the  9- 1-1  issue 
also.” 

A  second  problem  concern¬ 
ing  Ameritech  was  raised  via 
an  issue  expressed  by  South- 
field  officials,  who  cited  nu¬ 
merous  mistakes  in  9-1-1  data 
base  facts  in  recent  months. 

The  errors  have  raised 
Southfield  city  officials  to  ac¬ 
tually  file  a  complaint  against 
Ameritech.  Southfield  is  not  a 
member  of  the  CWW. 

Thus  Semerjian  was  led  to 
state  “no  such  problem  exists 
for  Ameritech  in  Western 
Wayne  County  communities.” 

But  Warfield  (a  former 
Wayne  fire  chief  stressed  that 
accuracy  in  addresses  is  criti¬ 
cal  in  9-1-1  filings  for  public 
safety  unit  responses. 

Biaconi  called  Semerjian’s 
early  comments  last  week  on 
planned  negotiations  on  9-1-1 
repayments  with  interest  “a 
good  starting  point.”  She  has 
been  the  center  of  communica¬ 
tions  between  CWW  and  Amer¬ 
itech  since  January. 


Wings  injured 

Limo  accident  halts 
Stanley  Cup  celebration

Red  Wings  fans  who  once 
prayed  that  the  team  would 
bring  home  the  Stanley  Cup, 
are  now  hoping  that  their 
prayers  will  be  answered  a 
second  time  in  less  than  a 
week. 

The  Wings’  Stanley  Cup  cel¬ 
ebration  was  cut  short  June  13, 
as  two  players  and  a  team  mas¬ 
sage  therapist  were  involved 
in  a  tragic  accident  in  Bir¬ 
mingham. 

Defensemen  Slava  Fetisov 
and  Vladimir  Konstantinov, 
along  with  trainer  Sergei 
Mnatsakonov,  were  leaving  a 
golf  outing  Friday  evening, 
when  the  stretch  limousine 
they  were  riding  in  veered  off 
south-bound  Woodward  Ave¬ 
nue,  and  crashed,  head-on, 
into  a  tree. 

According  to  witnesses  in¬ 
terviewed  by  Birmingham  Po¬ 
lice,  the  limo,  from  Gambino 
Limousines  in  Van  Buren 
Township,  was  driving  within 
the  posted  speed  limit  when  it 
moved  from  the  second  lane 
from  the  median  to  the  median 
curb  lane.  The  limo  then  con¬ 
tinued  moving  left  onto  the 
median  and  struck  a  tree  on 
the  median.  In  the  hospital, 
limo  driver  Richard  Gnida 
stated  that  he  had  swerved  to 
avoid  a  stalled  car.  However, 
the  witnesses  say  the  roadway 
was  clear  in  front  of  the  lim¬ 
ousine,  and  no  car  caused  the 
limo  to  move  onto  the  median. 
Hospital  representatives  re¬ 
port  no  alcohol  was  found  in 
Gnida’s  bloodstream.  No 
charges  have  been  filed,  and 
the  Birmingham  police  report 
their  investigation  is  continu¬ 
ing. 

Although  he  is  conscious, 
Fetisov,  39,  has  no  clear  recol¬ 
lection  of  the  accident.  He  sus¬ 
tained  chest  injuries  and  a 
bruised  lung.  Fetisov’s  doctors 
say  he  is  doing  well,  although 
he  is  very  sore,  and  is  con¬ 
cerned  about  his  teammates. 
They  expect  to  release  him 
within  the  week.  Konstantinov, 
30,  and  Mnatsakonov,  43,  did 
not  fare  quite  as  well.  Both 


men  sustained  major  head  in¬ 
juries,  and  are  still  uncon¬ 
scious.  All  are  being  cared  for 
at  William  Beaumont  Hospital 
in  Royal  Oak.  Gnida,  a  resident 
of  Westland,  was  treated  for 
bumps  and  bruises  at  the  hos¬ 
pital,  and  was  released  June  ^ 
15. 

“Mr.  Mnatsakonov’s  condi¬ 
tion  is  unchanged,”  said  Dr. 
James  Robbins,  a  trauma  sur¬ 
geon  at  the  hospital.  “He  is  in 
critical  condition,  and  is  being 
supported  on  a  ventilator.  The 
good  news  is,  there  is  no  dete¬ 
rioration  in  his  condition.  We 
are  giving  him  supportive  care. 
Mr.  Konstantinov’s  condition  is 
also  unchanged.  There  has 
been  no  significant  deteriora¬ 
tion  of  his  condition.” 

On  Monday,  the  doctor  said 
that  both  men  responded  to 
their  family  and  team  mem¬ 
bers.  Although  this  is  a  posi¬ 
tive  sign,  their  responses  are 
inconsistent,  and  the  doctors 
cautioned  that  people  should 
not  expect  rapid  improvement. 

Van  Buren  Police  were 
called  to  Gambino’s  on  June  14 
to  deal  with  members  of  the 
press  who  were  trespassing. 
Later  in  the  day,  officers  re¬ 
turned  to  the  limo  service  to 
handle  some  disorderly  peo¬ 
ple.  The  company  also  re¬ 
ceived  some  threats,  although 
Gambino’s  attorney  Daniel 
Blank  says  the  threatening 
phone  calls  have  stopped. 

With  17  points  on  his  driving 
record,  Gnida  had  his  license 
suspended  until  1998,  which 
means  he  should  not  have 
been  behind  the  wheel  Friday 
night.  Blank  would  not  say  if 
Gambino  has  a  policy  of  check¬ 
ing  the  driving  record  of  their 
chauffeurs,  stating  simply  that 
it  is  under  investigation. 

The  Van  Buren  Township 
company  has  been  in  business 
for  13  years,  and  has  been  as¬ 
sociated  with  the  Red  Wings 
for  approximately  two  years. 
According  to  Blank,  this  was 
the  first  incident  involving 
Gambino  Limo  which  resulted 
in  injury.  Gnida  has  been  em¬ 
ployed  by  Gambino  off  and  on 
for  the  past  two  years.

Communities 
put  on  ‘hold’ 

Many  children  are  taught  to  dial  9-1-1  in  an  emer¬ 
gency  to  save  lives. 

Eighteen  communities  within  the  Conference  of 
Western  Wayne  wish  that  the  simple  dialing  of  9-1-1 
would  give  them  a  precise  answer  from  Ameritech 
on  how  much  emergency  call  funds  their  municipal¬ 
ities  are  due  each  month. 

Many  frustrated  cily  leaders,  in  particular  Inkster 
Mayor  Edward  Bivens,  have  been  seeking  such  in¬ 
formation  since  last  January. 

The  request  has  been  repeated  month  after 
month  by  CWW  Executive  Director  Marsha  Bian- 
coni  until  members  feel  they  have  been  put  on  a  spe¬ 
cial  “call  waiting”  line  rather  than  an  emergency 
hook-up. 

Bivens  was  in  the  forefront  also  when  the  ques¬ 
tion  went  to  Ameritech  as  to  whether  municipalities 
would  get  interest  on  the  money  the  communica¬ 
tions  giant  shortchanged  the  cities  and  townships  in 
recent  months. 

Ameritech  Vice  President  Harry  Semerjian,  who 
has  been  given  the  duty  by  Ameritech  of  soothing 
CWW  members’  emotions  during  this  long  delay, 
confirmed  last  Riday  in  Romulus  what  many  CWW 
members  surmised  — namely  that  they  were  under¬ 
paid  in  recent  months.  And  in  addition  the  amount 
of  underpayment  was  growing  each  month. 

Semerjian  provided  some  basic  figures  to  the 
CWW  leaders,  but  said  they  would  have  to  wait  six 
months  before  individual  municipal  financial  list- 

1 73  years 
in  the  making 

The  area  known  as  the  Northwest  Territory,  orga¬ 
nized  by  the  U.S.  Congress  in  1787,  included  the  area 
of  the.  present  states  of  Ohio,  Indiana,  Illinois,  that 
part  of  Minnesota  east  of  the  Mississippi  River,  Wis¬ 
consin  and  all  of  the  state  of  Michigan.  This  area  was 
first  known  as  the  county  of  Illinois,  and  later 
changed  to  the  County  of  Kent 

On  Aug.  15, 1796,  by  proclamation  of  Winthrop 
Sargent,  secretary  of  the  Territory,  and  acting  gover¬ 
nor  of  the  Michigan  Territory,  that  part  of  the  County 
in  Michigan  Territory  was  renamed  in  honor  of  Gen. 
Anthony  Wayne,  then  stationed  in  Detroit  Finally,  af¬ 
ter  11  changes,  the  boundaries  were  established  as 
we  now  know  them  to  exist  today 

In  1827,  the  County  of  Wayne  was  divided  into 
nine  township  and  the  City  of  Detroit  Nankin  Town¬ 
ship,  first  called  Bucklin,  had  491  residents.  By  1830, 
the  township  had  grown  considerably  and  was  divid¬ 
ed  into  two  townships,  the  west  half  given  the  name 
of  Nankin  and  the  east  half  was  call  Pekin.  These 
names  reflect  the  influence  of  American  involve¬ 
ment  in  China,  according  to  one  source.  Pekin  Town¬ 
ship  was  later  divided  into  Redford  Township  on  the 
north  and  Dearborn  Township  on  the  south.  The 
name  of  Nankin  survived  after  Livonia  was  formed 
from  the  northern  half  of  the  western  portion  of  the 
township.  Marcus  Smith  was  township  supervisor 
at  the  time. 

The  first  recorded  information  concerning  the 
area  in  and  around  the  now  City  of  Wayne,  lists  a 
George  M.  Johnson,  who  constructed  a  log  cabin  on 
the  old  Indian  trail  between  Detroit  and  Ypsilanti  in 
1824-25.  Because  of  the  sometimes  impassable  con¬ 
dition  of  the  old  Chicago  Road,  transportation  was 
difficult  if  at  all,  and  Johnson’s  log  cabin  home  soon 
became  a  place  for  travelers  to  stay  over  night 

Partly  due  to  the  impassable  condition  of  the 
Chicago  Road,  and  the  wilderness  of  the  area,  few 
people  visited  the  tavern.  As  a  result  Johnson  be¬ 
came  discouraged  and  sold  his  properly  to  Stephen 
G.  Simmons  in  December  of  1825.  Although  Simmons 
was  known  as  an  affable  person  when  sober,  he  ap¬ 
parently  became  his  own  best  “taverrf  customer  In 
a  drunken  rage,  he  beat  his  wife  to  death  and  was 
hanged  for  the  crime.  His  sons  sold  the  property  to 
Ezra  Derby  in  1832,  who  immediately  set  out  to 
make  improvements  to  encourage  settlement  in  the 
area.  He  built  a  sawmill,  a  store  and  a  blacksmith 
shop.  In  three  short  years,  he  planned  and  subdivided 
land  along  the  north  side  of  the  Chicago  Road  for 
approximately  one  block  east  of  Wayne  Road  and  two 
blocks  west  of  Wayne  Road.  The  death  of  his  first 
wife  in  1834-35,  probably  was  influential  in  his  set- 
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ings  would  be  available. 

In  the  meantime  Semerjian  said 
he  has  been  authorized  to  negotiate

Should  CWW  representatives  be 
thankful  for  this  time  schedule? 

We  think  not 

Observers  are  asking  did 
Ameritech  have  its  right  priorities 
set  in  recent  years,  when  a  massive 
amount  of  down  sizing  occurred.  Michigan  residents, 
particularly  in  Wayne  County,  are  becoming  frustrat¬ 
ed  with  their  inability  to  talk  to  utility  companies  di¬ 
rectly. 

Some  feel  powerless  when  they  call  to  try  to  make 
payment  arrangements  with  various  utility  compa¬ 
nies  and  are  told  “a  representative  will  be  able  to  an¬ 
swer  your  call  in  20  minutes  or  less.” 

But  when  they  see  municipal  leaders  having  to 
wait  12  months  or  more,  it  becomes  even  more  frus¬ 
trating.

ting  aside  land  for  a  burial  plot  at  the  western  limits 
of  his  subdivision.  That  cemetery  still  exists  today. 

No  exact  date  can  be  found  establishing  the  first 
use  of  the  name  of  Wayne  for  our  community  It  sup¬ 
posedly  happened  between  1832  when  Derby  pur¬ 
chased  the  property  from  the  Simmons  heirs,  and 
1836.  The  first  reference  found  of  “Wayne”  being 
used  for  our  community  was  on  the  “Old  Plat” 
recorded  in  1836.  It  took  almost  30  years  before  any 
additional  subdivisions  were  added  to  the  commu¬ 
nity.  On  April  22, 1835,  William  Wescott  began  serving 
as  postmaster  of  what  was  then  known  as  South 
Nankin.  On  Dec.  11,  1852,  the  name  was  finally 
changed  to  Wayne. 

In  1869,  when  the  Village  of  Wayne  as  incorporat¬ 
ed,  the  population  was  approximately  800  persons. 
Five  subdivisions  had  been  added  to  the  Old  Plat 
and  Wayne  was  well  on  its  way.  One  square  mile, 
from  the  Pere  Marquette  railroad  east  to  Fourth 
Street  and  Glenwood  Road  to  Annapolis. 

At  times  it  seemed  the  town  was  at  a  stand-still, 
and  then  again  it  seemed  like  it  was  bursting  at  the 
seams.  One  hundred  twenty-five  years  after  incorpo¬ 
ration,  we  find  that  the  boundaries  were  extended 
west  to  Hannan  Road,  east  to  Merriman  Road  and 
south  to  Van  Bom  Road.  During  this  time,  the  popu¬ 
lation  increased  to  just  under  20,000  people.  In  spite 
of  this  growth,  Wayne  has  remained  a  desirable 
place  for  families  to  grow  —  it’s  great  to  live  in 
Wayne.

It  is  as  if  they  were  paralyzed 
by  each  other  competing  for 
space  and  needed  to  break 
apart  and  refresh  themselves 
in  other  areas;  they  are 
squeezed  for  space  and  even¬ 
tually  stunted  themselves  and 
each  other. 

It  was  while  musing  over 
flowers  that  I  thought  about 
people  and  decided  perhaps 
the  same  principle  happens 
when  people  hold  so  tightly  to 
their  ideas  and  bond  so  tightly 
together  that  one  can’t  be  dis¬ 
tinguished  from  another  and 
this  leaves  no  room  for  per¬ 
sonal  or  spiritual  growth. 

I  equated  this  to  my  own 
family  and  how  tightly  I  tried 
to  hold  our  children  so  close  as 
a  family  and  almost  strangled 
them  with  caring,  until  I  gave 
-x  up  and  they  pursued  their  var¬ 
ious  freedoms  and  ran  far  from 
home.  One  to  the  mountains, 
two  to  Europe;  gone  are  six 
grandchildren  I  longed  to  nur¬ 
ture.  Each  put  roots  deep  with¬ 
out  me  being  allowed  to 
interfere.  Eventually  we  be¬ 
came  what  I  had  always 
wanted,  a  close  knit  family  but 
each  with  our  own  space  and 
life. 

What  is  the  point  of  this. 
Consider  the  charades  and 
shenanigans  people  in  power 
go  through  to  retain  power  and 
the  contenders  actions  to  gain 
that  power.  Last  year  the  in’s 
went  out  and  the  out’s  went  in. 
Everyone  blames  everyone 
else  for  stalemate,  problem 
maker,  problem  solver,  board 
vacationer,  I  love  children 
(does  this  imply  the  other  can¬ 
didate  doesn’t)?  You  name  it, 
we  have  it!  Yesterday  I  was 
talking  to  one  of  my  far  flung 
daughters  in-law  whose  chil¬ 
dren  are  in  private  schools,  be¬ 
cause  of  religious  beliefs.  I 
asked  her  what  are  the  bene¬ 
fits  to  a  private  school.  She 
said  although  they  pay  $6,000  a 
year  for  each  child  in  elemen¬ 
tary  and  almost  $10,000  for  the 
one  entering  high  school  it 
does  not  give  the  children  a 


better  education.  Although 
this  appears  to  be  a  great  deal 
of  money,  remember  that  each 
of  our  school  children  receive 
over  $6,000  from  the  state,  the 
gap  is  not  that  large  per  child. 
Her  answer  to  the  question  of 
better  education  was  “each 
Friday  I  receive  a  listing  of 
what  will  be  taught  in  each 
class  in  the  elementary  school 
the  following  week;  it  also  ex¬ 
plains  my  role  in  their  studies 
for  that  week.  The  children’s 
day  in  school  ends  at  3  p.m. 
and  then  “my  school  day  starts 
until  their  Dad  comes  home 
and  takes  over”.  They  teach  in 
school,  they  learn  at  home.  Of 
course  not  everyday  is  filled 
with  school  work,  and  music 
plays  an  extra  curricular,  ac¬ 
tivity,  with  one  grandson  in  the 
St.  Louis  Youth  Orchestra, 
scouting,  fishing,  riding  and 
school  related  sports.  So  folks 
I  am  back  to  my  garden  mul¬ 
ling  thoughts,  while  I  mulch 
and  change  plants  and  wonder 
about  at  our  marvelous  com¬ 
munity. 

Our  children  graduated 
from  the  Van  Buren  Schools.  I 
consider  all  of  them  to  be  suc¬ 
cessful  in  their  chosen  fields 
and  magnificent  parents  and 
spouses.  Yes,  I  was  not  ac¬ 
countable  to  the  school  for  my 
children’s  learning,  as  is  my 
daughter  in-law.  I  was  there  to 
take  them  to  libraries  and  type 
reports  and  read  and  re-read 
their  papers.  My  husband  was 
an  involved  parent  in  math 
and  science.  None  of  them 
were  extraordinary  students. 

Now  back  to  the  flowers  - 
sometimes  we  need  to  cut  our 
tightly  woven  plants  apart  and 
add  new  materials  to  the  soil  -- 
I  did  vote  for  Tom  Bowles  and 
Vesta  Losen  last  year,  I  plan  to 
vote  for  Chuck  Turvey.  Not  that 
I  think  they  alone  can  make 
the  changes,  but  we  need  to 
cultivate  our  garden  a  bit, 
loosen  the  soil  add  more 
minds,  then  perhaps  in  time 
the  academic  and  non- 
academic  achievement  from 
our  School  District  will  re¬ 
sound  as  do  music,  drama  and 
sports.  Remember  we  have  be¬ 
come  what  we  are  by  the 
choices  we  made  throughout 
our  lives.

Lyme  peril 
alert  given 

To  the  editor: 

Lawn  tools,  camping  gear 
and  summer  clothes  are  being 
removed  from  storage  across 
Michigan.  Since  May  has  been 
dedicated  Lyme  Awareness 
Month.  The  Michigan  Lyme 
Disease  Association  would 
like  to  remind  the  public  that 
we  are  entering  the  prime 
months  of  exposure.  Aware¬ 
ness  is  our  best  protection. 

Prevention:  Avoid  exposure. 
If  not,  wear  light  colored 
clothing  with  pants  tucked  in 
socks  or  boots  and  long 
sleeved  shirts  buttoned  at  the 
wrists  and  neck.  Protective 
head  gear  is  also  recom¬ 
mended.  Use  repellent  con¬ 
taining  DEET  on  exposed  skin 
and  clothing.  Follow  container 
directions  carefully. 

Avoid  tall  vegetation,  both 
in  the  wild  and  where  it  en¬ 
croaches  your  home,  out¬ 
buildings  and  property.  Mow¬ 
ing  and  trimming  makes  the 
area  less  attractive  to  wildlife 
and  the  many  insects  capable 
of  transmitting  disease. 

Incorporate  tick-checks  on 
yourself  and  loved  ones  as  part 
of  your  daily  hygiene  routine, 
especially  during  peak  months 


and  following  events  of  possi¬ 
ble  exposure.  Remove  insects 
promptly.  If  it’s  a  tick,  removal 
with  a  pair  tweezers  is  recom¬ 
mended  by  gripping  the  mouth 
parts  carefully  and  slowly 
pulling  the  insect  away  from 
skin.  If  mouth  parts  become 
detached,  disinfect  and  call 
your  physician  when  possible. 

The  tick  can  be  sent  to 
Linda  Purdy,  2260-3  Madison, 
St.  Clair  Shores,  Mich.  48081, 
for  identification  and  cultur¬ 
ing  for  Lyme  Disease.  Just 
place  the  tick  in  a  clean, 
closed  vial  with  a  blade  of 
grass.  A  pin  hole  in  the  cap 
will  prevent  suffocation. 

Early  symptoms  are  any 
combination  of  the  following; 
headache,  nausea,  fever,  a 
spreading  circular  rash  ...  ach¬ 
ing  joints  and  muscles  and  fa¬ 
tigue.  Prompt  treatment  with 
oral  antibiotics  can  prevent 
later  complications  and  ex¬ 
pensive  medication.  Untre¬ 
ated,  the  body-wide  infection 
can  involve  the  heart,  brain, 
and  literally  every  body  func¬ 
tion. 

The  Michigan  Lyme  Disease 
Association,  a  non-profit  orga¬ 
nization  formed  and  com¬ 
prised  of  volunteers  who 
either  have  Lyme  themselves 
or  have  a  family  member  with 
Lyme,  would  like  you  to  know 
that  the  future  is  looking 
brighter  in  the  expanding 
Lyme  picture. 

At  the  national  level  re¬ 
searchers  are  working  daily  to 
find  more  effective  diagnostic 
tests  and  treatments.  At  state 
level  MLDA  is  available  to  the 
public  through  a  HOT  LINE 
number  for  information  on  the 
disease  itself,  local  support 
groups,  surveys  of  hot  spots, 
literature  and  public 
speakers.

works  display  if  it  was  not  for 
the  Chinese,  who  invented 
them  in  the  10th  century. 

It  is  said  that  a  cook  who 
was  mixing  several  ingre¬ 
dients  in  the  kitchen  produced 
man’s  first  explosion  of  sparks. 
The  ingredients  were  po¬ 
tassium  nitrate  (serving  as  a 
preserving  and  pickling  salt), 
sulfur  (used  to  intensify  the 
heat  of  a  fire)  and  charcoal 
(used  as  a  cooking  fuel). 

The  Chinese  discovered 
that  if  the  explosive  ingre¬ 
dients  were  packed  into 
hollowed-out  bamboo,  the  ex¬ 
plosion  --  now  confined  in  a 
small  area  -  would  rocket  sky¬ 
ward  and  produce  a  spectacu¬ 
lar  effect,  which  they  called 
“arrows  of  flying  fire.”

Both  Romulus  High  stu¬ 
dents  received  $230  scholar¬ 
ships  for  Girls’  State.  Long  is 
the  daughter  of  Emery  and 
Kimberly  Long  and  Griffith  is 
the  daughter  of  Samuel  and 
Janet  Griffith. 

The  Romulus  Progressive 
Club  is  sponsoring  Long  and 
the  Romulus  Kiwanis  Club  is 
sponsoring  Griffith. 

The  Girls’  State  program  is 
designed  as  a  practical  experi¬ 
ence  in  the  problems  of  self 
government  as  they  relate  to 
the  state  of  Michigan.  The  pur¬ 
pose  is  to  emphasize  the  im¬ 
portance  of  government  in 


modern  life,  to  stimulate  a 
deep  and  lasting  interest  in 
government  and  to  enlarge  the 
students’  understanding  of  the 
governmental  process. 

Care  has  been  taken  to  de¬ 
sign  the  Girls’  State  program 
so  that  every  student  can  par¬ 
ticipate  in  the  electoral  pro¬ 
cess,  have  an  opportunity  to 
hold  public  office  and  be  en¬ 
couraged  to  share  in  the  for¬ 
mulation  of  public  policy. 

Since  no  one  person  can 
serve  in  all  offices  of  govern¬ 
ment,  it  is  expected  that  a 
great  deal  will  be  learned  by 
observation  of  the  activities  of 
others. 

It  is  hoped  the  girls  will 
leave  Girls’  State  with  a  ma¬ 
ture  appreciation  of  some  of 
the  basic  strengths  and  weak¬ 
nesses  of  the  American  system 
of  government. 

To  be  eligible  to  become  a 
candidate,  girls  must  be  citi¬ 
zens  of  the  U.S.;  able  to  attend 
the  full  nine  sessions;  be  com¬ 
pleting  their  junior  year  of 
high  school  and  be  Michigan 
residents  attending  a  Michigan 
high  school. 

Selection  is  based  on  the

It  used  to  be  that  milk  was 
milk,  plain  and  simple.  But 
these  days  it  seems  that 
there  are  more  varieties 
than  1  can  count  on  both 
hands.  What  are  the 
differences?

This  being  National  Dairy 
Month,  now’s  a  good  time  to  milk 
your  question  for  all  it’s  worth. 

And,  with  recent  changes  in  Federal 
milk  labeling  guidelines  that 
harmonize  label  claims  with  those 
of  other  products,  we’re  all  moo- 
tivated  to  brush  up  on  the  widening 
portfolio  of  milk  varieties. 

Under  the  new  guidelines,  milk 
labeled  nonfat  or  skim  can  now  be 
called  “fat  free"  because  it  contains 
less  than  one-half  gram  of  fat  per 
8  ounces.  Lowfat  may  be  labeled 
“light"  and  must  contain  no  more 
than  1%  milk  fat,  while  milk  with 
2%  milk  fat  will  be  called  “reduced 
fat."  Whole  milk  contains  about 
3  1/2%  milk  fat. 

Got  all  that?  Good.  But  wait, 
there’s  more.  Lactose-reduced  milk 
has  only  30%  of  the  naturally 
occurring  milk  sugar  found  in 
regular  milk,  and  is  formulated  for 
those  who  have  trouble  digesting 
milk  —  a  condition  known  as 
lactose  intolerance. 


Most  supermarkets  now 
carry  organic  milk,  made 
from  dairy  cows  whose  feed 
was  produced  according  to 
strict  environment-friendly 
standards.  Producers  must  be 
regularly  inspected  and 
certified  by  an  accredited  agency, 
and  products  must  contain  at  least 
95%  organic  ingredients. 

If  you're  thinking  that  everything 
is  becoming  more  complicated  these 
days,  well,  you’re  probably  right.  On 
the  bright  side,  practically  everyone 
can  now  enjoy  milk  —  one  of  the 
best  sources  of  calcium,  which  helps 
build  strong  bones  and  may  help 
prevent  osteoporosis.  So  1  applaud 
new  labeling  that  gives  consumers 
more  information  in  these  more 
health-conscious  times.

Each  week  for  six  weeks,  50 
phone  numbers  were  pub¬ 
lished  in  advertisements  in  the 
Thursday  editions  of  all  six 
community  newspapers.  The 
numbers  were  all  taken  from 
the  1997-98  Ameritech  West- 
Northwest  Area  White  Pages. 

The  first  10  people  who 
called  the  newspaper  each 
week  were  entered  in  the  con¬ 
test  and  received  a  phone 
card,  subscription  and  dinner 
for  two.  The  first  two  callers 
each  week  received  an  invita¬ 
tion  to  the  MCN  party  where 
prizes  were  awarded  to  each 
one. 

Twenty  phone  numbers 
were  then  selected  (10  for  the 
million  dollar  prize  and  10  for 
the  $10,000  prize)  by  computer 
out  of  the  same  phone  book 
and  were  recorded  and  locked 
in  a  vault,  not  to  be  revealed 
until  the  night  of  the  party. 
MCN  would  have  awarded 
$1,000,000  to  one  of  the  finalists 
if  his  or  her  phone  number 
had  matched  the  seven  digits 
of  one  of  the  numbers  se¬ 
lected.  Likewise,  if  one  of  the 
$10,000  finalists  matched  the 
number,  he  or  she  would  be 
awarded  the  prize. 

After  MCN  Sales  Manager 
Ron  Spielman  opened  the  safe 
and  handed  the  sealed  enve¬ 
lopes  to  Deano  Day  and  MCN 
Publisher  Mike  Wilcox,  it  was 
determined  that  none  of  the 
numbers  matched.

After  less  than  a  half-hour 
of  deliberation,  a  Wayne 
County  Circuit  Court  jury 
found  28  year  old  Quintas 
Smith  of  Inkster,  guilty  of  as¬ 
sault  with  intent  to  commit 
murder,  armed  robbery  and 
carjacking  in  connection  with 
the  brutal  May  1996  Dearborn 
Heights  Taco  Bell  carjacking 
and  shooting. 

The  guilty  verdict  was 
handed  down  nearly  one  year 
to  the  week  Smith  confronted  a 
16  year  old  Redford  Township 
man  by  waiting  in  line  at  the 
Taco  Bell  drive-thru  and  vi¬ 
ciously  shot  him  point  blank  in 
the  chest  before  driving  off  in 
the  victim’s  Ford  Escort.  Smith 
face  up  to  life  in  prison.  Sen¬ 
tencing  is  scheduled  for  mid- 
June. 

Smith’s  arrest  was  set  in  mo¬ 
tion  in  part  through  a  tip 
called  into  Help  Eliminate 
Auto  Thefts  (HEAT),  an  11- 
year-old  auto  theft  prevention 
program  that  offers  cash  re¬ 
wards  to  anonymous  callers 
who  provide  law  enforcement 
with  information  on  auto 
thefts,  carjacking,  insurance 
fraud  and  chop  shops. 

While  HEAT  tip  line  callers 
are  given  strict  anonymity,  in 
an  unprecedented  move,  the 
tip  caller  in  this  case  asked  to 
go  public  to  urge  other  citizens 
to  call  the  HEAT  tip  line. 

“I’m  not  going  to  run  and 
hide  anymore,”  said  Redford 
auto  worker,  Cass  Stryeski, 
during  a  press  conference  last 
November. ’’The  more  you  help 
out  police,  the  more  you  speak 
out  in  your  community,  the 
safer  your  community  will  be.” 

Witnessing  the  robbery  and 
shooting,  Stryeski  called  the 
HEAT  tip  line  (1-800-242- 
HEAT)  after  dialing  911.  His 
courageous  actions  led  di¬ 
rectly  to  Smith’s  arrest. 
Stryeski  was  awarded  $2,000 
from  HEAT  for  reporting  the 
crime. 

HEAT  tips  have  helped  po¬ 
lice  solve  a  series  of  partic¬ 
ularly  heinous  carjackings  and 
recent  sentences  handed  down 
for  carjacking  offenses  don’t 
bode  well  for  Smith’s  mid-June 
date. 

Last  August,  for  a  remarka¬ 
bly  similar  crime,  a  Wayne 
County  Circuit  Court  judge 
handed  Daniel  Marcum  a  25-75

year  maximum  sentence  for 
the  brutal  armed  carjacking 
and  assault  of  Adam  Trudeau, 
during  which  Marcum  shot 
Trudeau  in  the  face  while 
stealing  Trudeau’s  1984  Mer¬ 
cury.  After  fleeing  to  Ohio, 
Marcum  was  identified  to  po¬ 
lice  through  an  anonymous 
call  to  HEAT.  The  tip  caller 
was  awarded  $2,000  by  HEAT 
for  supplying  police  with  the 
information  needed  to  capture 
Marcum. 

“If  not  for  the  tip  to  HEAT, 
we  would  not  have  any  leads 
on  this  case,”  said  Sgt. 
Tomkiewicz,  a  key  investigator 
on  the  Marcum  case  and  later 
the  Smith  carjacking. 

HEAT  tips  also  led  to  the 
capture  and  subsequent  life 
sentences  of  two  perpetrators 
in  the  1995  carjacking  and 
murder  of  Jason  Guzik,  a  25- 
year-old  Sterling  Heights  bio¬ 
chemist,  as  well  as  the  capture 
of  two  teenagers  who  went  on  a 
widely  reported  crime  spree 
that  involved  a  rape  abduction 
and  several  carjackings  across 
many  communities  in  two 
states  in  1996. 

Lieutenant  Hilton 
Napoleon,  the  officer  in 
charge  of  the  Detroit  Carjack¬ 
ing  Task  Force,  says  carjackers 
often  commit  multiple  of¬ 
fenses  before  they  are  caught. 

“Without  the  HEAT  pro¬ 
gram, ’’Napoleon  said  referring 
specifically  to  the  crime  spree 
perpetrators,  “these  suspects 
may  have  committed  many 
more  crimes,  in  many  other 
communities,  before  they  were 


caught.” 

Smith  and  future  carjackers' 
can  take  little  comfort  in  these 
recent  verdicts  or  the  words  of 
Inspector  Dennis  Richardson 
of  the  Detroit  Police  Depart¬ 
ment’s  Carjacking  Task  Force, 
who  remarked  that,  “Car¬ 
jacking  is  no  longer  a  crime 
that  someone  can  commit  and 
get  off  easily.  There  is  a  very 
likely  chance  they  will  be  cau¬ 
ght,”  and  Richardson  added 
that  punishment  for  carjackers 
using  a  handgun  is  a  minimum 
of  three  years  in  prison  a  maxi-  - 
mum  of  life.  ' 

The  arrests  and  convictions  - 
are  excellent  examples  of  how  “ 
citizens  can  help  law  enforce¬ 
ment  take  dangerous  crimi¬ 
nals  off  the  street  and  keep 
them  off,”  said  William  Lid-  . 
dane,  Director  of  the  HEAT  -

Laser  lights  will  be  dominating 
the  night  sky  at  this  year’s  Canton 
Liberty  Fest,  which  will  be  held 
June  19-22  at  Heritage  Park. 

The  new  light  show  slated  for 
June  20,  is  the  main  addition  to  the 
festival,  which  is  in  its  sixth  year. 

“There  will  be  two  parts  to  the 
laser  light  show,”  Liberty  Fest 
Chairman  Bob  Dates  told  the  Eagle. 
“A  large  screen  almost  six  stories 
high  off  which  laser  lights  will  shoot 
will  be  set  up  in  Heritage  Park  and 
then  we’ll  have  a  more  traditional 
light  show  in  which  the  laser  lights 
shoot  off  into  the  sky.” 

“We  wanted  to  add  something  to 
Friday  night  because  we  always 
have  a  concert  in  the  park,  but  the 
evening  seemed  to  end  too  early,” 
noted  Dates.  “The  show  will  be  cho¬ 
reographed  to  music.” 

Lasers  of  another  form  will  help 
open  the  festival  as  on  Thursday 
night,  June  19,  under  the  stars,  the 
family  movie  101  Dalmatians  will  be 
shown  on  laser  disc.  The  laser  disc 
super-system  used  to  show  the 
movies  will  be  the  first  for  both  the 
festival  and  metro  Detroit. 

Along  with  the  light  show  on  Fri¬ 


day,  will  be  a  concert  by  Steve  King 
&  the  Dittilies  Band  at  the  amphi¬ 
theater  ...  and  the  First  Liberty  Fest 
Road  Rally.  Registration  for  the 
road  rally  needs  to  be  completed  at 
the  Parks  and  Recreation  office  and 
is  limited  to  the  first  25  cars.  The 
cost  per  person  is  $15. 

“Probably  the  biggest  event  of 
the  entire  festival  is  the  fireworks 
show,”  said  Dates.  “We’re  expecting 
more  than  50,000  people  to  find 
themselves  somewhere  near  the 
township  hall  to  view  the  display, 
which  is  getting  more  and  more 
popular.” 

“We  also  have  the  Taste  of  Can¬ 
ton,  where  11  Canton  restaurant 
will  have  booths  set  up,  and  all 
weekend  we  will  have  more  than 
100  fine  arts  vendors  selling  their 
goods,”  continued  Dates.  “And 
there  will  be  a  full  slate  of  enter¬ 
tainment  for  children  on  a  stage  set

Also  new  to  this  year’s  Canton 
Liberty  Fest  will  be  train  rides,  the 
Alpo  Canine  Frisbee  champion¬ 
ships  in  which  residents  can  enter 
their  pets,  Civil  War  demonstrations 
and  reenactments  and  a  pancake 
breakfast. 

On  Sunday,  June  22,  the  Plym¬ 
outh-  Canton  DARE  board  will  host 
its  Picnic  in  the  Park,  the  third  year 
for  the  fund  raiser. 

“When  we  started  the  Liberty 
Fest  five  years  ago,  we  had  three 
goals,”  said  Dates.  “We  wanted  to 
showcase  Heritage  Park  because 
many  in  the  community  didn’t  even 
know  it  existed;  we  wanted  a  family 
event  for  everyone  to  enjoy,  and  to 
celebrate  the  Fourth  of  July,  but  not 
in  competition  with  other  commu¬ 
nities.  Six  years  later  we  will  stick 
to  those  goals.”
